Mackenzie may make will be entitled 
to consideration and should bo dealt 
with on itH merits;— accepted, if the 
people believe it to be for the best; 
rejected, if otherwise. As for the 
Bocond, we are not aware of an "un 
. ruly mob" having "invaded the pre 
cincts of the Legislative Assembly,'' 
and, consequently, (makings duo al- 
lowance for the unique KngliKh of our 
contemporary) cannot be cxpoctod to 
plead guilty. Tlio next crime laid to 
our cbarj^'C is of a much moie heinous 
nature, vi/,., that of having deliberate- 
ly, and with mabco prepense, written 
and published the following torribl 
sentence: — ""SVitbout attempting to 
;^'.discuss the merits of the new Terms, 
•Twe will say that any change which in- 
sures an, immediate commcncemont 
and- vigorous prosecution of railway

note, and this was as late as ISoT-f'S. Sev- 
eral familio.j in tho tribe haveprior olaims 
CO lUu noiionr ol cliiefluinsliip, and such 
claims in thu various tnues will demand 
all possible care and duciimiuutiou on 
ilio part of tho pi-ojio.^'Ml Indian Commis- 
!>iou or Council, oro.Lsu trouble w.ill arisa 
as thi result ol i)arlialily or favoritism. 

As to Ml-. Cioo.l's I'uihire in ihcNaiuumo 
Lu.liau iius.'iioii, if lie doeo nutliko to liuar 
ul It ho ii.ul Deiuu- lot it drop. Mr. Pol- 
lard's stateinout ol it stands undisputed 
aiul .so does its proof — tho oinpty uhurch 
which ho left behind. 

Mr. Good closes by inviting Mr. Pol- 
lard, and his earnest coadjutors to do as 
ho has done. Woll, after what wo have 
seen of Mr. Good's intnrfi.'ronco at Nanai- 
mo in ISGl, we hope that Mr. Poilirdand 
coailj ulura will not hucd Mr. (JoolI's ad- 
vice, or cl.'iO in imitating his cour.so, thu 
next movu will Lie to start a rival cauHc 
to Mr! Good's at Lytton. No, I trust thoy 
will walk in tho stops of a better exainphir 
and find other Work than that of entering 
into other men's labours.

The temidais liavo earn- 
ed for tlumsolvos only ridieule, Thov 
nro not ])ormitted to .■stand on tho pave- 
monls, nnd when tht;y range themselves 
on the Btrecit unsympathetic tipplers take 
their stand at tho public houses and jeer 
as only beor-loving Britishers can. To 
succeed tho blockaders will have to mus- 
ter in a hnndre.l-fold greater force than 
tlisy have yet done. .\ dozen or so of sol- 
emn mdi vuluals standing under o huge 
banncn-and declaring in turn against the 
iiiicinity of "tho trade" will no more close 
tho London publics than thov will roll 
back tho tide. The publicans, I am in- 
formed, highly approve of the movement. 

A Counter Crusade. 

(rrom ibf Orun.I Kapids, MicU., "Eagle."J 
There is a counter cru.sade — a men's 
movemout— up iu louia county, nnd it is 
rumored that a similar one is under dis- 
cutsion here. It is called tho "calico 
movement," nnd is dc.-.igned as a compan- 
ion iiioce to temjieranco, a reciiuocal 
|)ledL'o signing. The men form praying 
clubs and pray tho women to abstain from 
tho uso of stimulants as a beverage, or 
extravagance in dress. They have drawn 
up a pledge which is strong and double, 
and to be signed in couples, one jjart l>y 
men and the other by women. The nieir'B 
[ilodge binds them to ab.-,tain from the 
uso of intovicating lirjuors as a beverage. 
The women's pledge is to wear onlv their 
own hair, and to discard all counterfeits 
or substitutes for that appendage to the 
head, except in eases of baldness; to 
dress in plain material, cheanly, discard- 
ing jewelory, iianiers, bustles, corsets, 
stays, hoops, switches, chignons, &c., 
itc. The obligation is mutual, and every 
violatiou by one party releases the other 
of each couple signing the pledge. 

TnK numerous jfamily of the Duke 
of Argyll will soon be ro eomposod 
as to incUulo witliiu its widely extend- 
ing limits members of almost every 
grade of English society.

His third 
son is a doaler iu tea, a inerehaiit— not 
a grocer, selling tea by retail across 
tho counter, but a dealer in tea all the 
same. One of the commemiol luem- 
hers of the family. Lord Walter 
Campbell— whetlR'.rthe tea dealer or 
the merciiiuit 1 forget— is now about 
to marry iliss iMiine, daughter of a 
V u'v rich iimnufiifturer, who bognn 
life as a workman, and whose literary 
education has been sadly neglected. 
The Duke will thus fiud liimseTf iu the 
interesting position of being allied to 
tho royal fiiiuily ou tho ono hand, the 
laboring classes on the other; and ho 
is alreaiiy connoctod, through both tlfb 
younger sons, with the wholesale coni- 
meico of the eouutiy. To put the 
matter in another nnd moro striking 
light, tho mother of his oldest 
daughter-in-law will be tho Queen; 
the mother of his youngest daughter 
a BOrt of Jlrs.
